1 The interim committee appointed by 
Jthe last legislature to investigate taxa- 
Ition announces that it will submit two 
•reports, one on taxation and this other on 
"state administration. It will recommend 
Jhat it .a reduction in taxes is decided 
?iipon by the legislature it shall begin by 
'reducing the corporation income tax from 
;six to four and one-half per cent. It will 
'oppose restoration of the personal proper- 
ty offset. It also proposes to make the 
;state income tax payable concurrently 
'with payment of federal income tax. The 
'recommendation to reduce the corpora- 
-tion income tax evidently is an accept- 
ance by the committee of the proposi- 
tion that it will result in the greatest good 
not on!y to business and industry but to 
'the consumer, because of the - fact -that

THE LIMIT OF LEGAL LICENSE 
From this distance it would appear that 


the government of the United States has 
made a strong case against Albert B. 
Fall, former secretary of the interior, and 
Edward L. Doheny, who are on trial at 
Washington for the corrupt exploitation 
of the naval oil reserve lands. 
With a 


battery of nine lawyers defending Messrs. 
Fall and Doheny it is to be expected that 
some rather choice methods of 
defense 


will be uncovered. But we were not pre- 
pared for the statement of one of the de- 
fendants' attorneys in opening the de- 
fence before the jury that Doheny is a 
"patriot" and that Fall is to be likened to 
Abraham Lincoln! 


Every technical effort of these astute 


and resourceful lawyers has failed to mis- 
lead the judges of the federal courts. It 
remains to be seen what the jury will do, 
because, ultimately, in the hands of the 
jurors lies the fate of the defendants. But 
when "patriots" take oil leases with a 
potential profit of one hundred million 
'dollars and when "Abraham Lincolns" 
take bribes, the terms used will have be- 
come words of shame and reproach in- 
stead of what they are. If the jurors will 
do their duty as the judges have in bring- 
ing these men to trial, public justice will 
be vindicated. 


And right in the midst of this trial 


comes the decision of the supreme court 
of the United States that Fall and another 
alleged 
conspirator, 
Sinclair, 
must 


stand trial on another indictment charg- 
ing a similar conspiracy-in reference to 
the Teapot Dorne_oil reserves. This case 
involves the passage of $232,000 in Liber- 
ty bonds which the government claims it 
has traced to Fall's account in western 
banks shortly after Sinclair received ,1ns 
lease. This, of course, will make Sinclair 
also a "patriot" and step Fall up from 
Abraham Lincoln'to General Washing- 
ton!

In other 
vords, the novelist had an excellent 
novel thesis but when you lay down 
he volume after reading it you feel 
that he has failed to put It across. 
A mere idea, no matter how excellent, 


does not make a novel. An idea, is only 
a framework; the test consists, in 
transmuting it into fictional flesh and 
blood. 


Anthony Kichardson's Idea is that 


more kindness without common sense 
does most of the harm in the world. 
One of his characters expresses it like 
this: "It's you kind people who make 
all the trouble In the world.' 'And 
the story -shows that with "kindness" 
he does not mean the deep pity and 
kindliness -that Victor Hugo" for In- 
stance describes in "lies Miserable" 


Instead it is kindness that Is syn- 


onymous with sentimentality — kind- 
ness that is more emotion without in- 
tellect. The young hero in the book 
rushes in and rescues a girl from a 
drunken mother. Out of kindness he 
marries her, without bringing his in- 
tellect into play. His kindness makes 
both himself"ana the girl Intolerably 
mis'erable in the end. And all through 
the book there are such acts of emo- 
tional kindness that lead to "disaster 


It is an excellent idea and a very 


true one. Moreover it runs refreshing-
